WHY MOTHERS FAIL TO W IN CONFIDENCE OF DA TOUTERS 


T he Woman’s Home Companion recently conducted an in­ 
quiry examining1 into why mothers fail to gain the confidence of 
their daughters. 
It brought a perfect flood of letters from girls 
all over the United States. 
The odd part of it is that many girls 
took the Woman’s Home Companion into more confidential rela-J dm-k w 
lions than their own mothers. 
The replies were taken, tabulated in order, and the results 
summarized. 
Here are some of the reasons gained: 
Girls said that 517 mothers deliberately lied when questioned 
about sex and the source of life; 500 more evaded the question; 
351 betrayed confidence; 335 were too old-fashioned; 227 were 
too busy to listen to their children; 106 were not interested in 
their daughters’ confidences; 172 were too critical; 161 did not 
trust their daughters, and a confidence was a confession ; 143 for­ 
got that they had ever been anything but perfect and were too 
easily shocked; 139 laughed at childish confidences; 135 insisted 
on managing all their children’s affairs at any age; 118 did not 
solve their children’s religious problems satisfactorily; 114 never 
invited confidence and gave none; 93 were not affectionate; 71 
nagged; 65 were unfair; 54 were dictatorial. 
Here is a typical better from a twenty year old girl which 
said in part: 
“It seems to me that the main reason why we of the younger 
generation, so-called flappers, fail to confide in our mothers is be­ 
cause the mothers fail to invite our confidences. 
“We yearned to talk things over with our mothers, hut what 
was the use? 
They’d fuss and fume and worry and warn us 
against vague dangers which they would not or could not define. 
No ‘nice ’ girl did this. 
That was a foolish thing to do! 
No 
sympathy— just admonitions! 
“We were— and are— no different from girls in a former p c -j 
riod; only they never dared to do or say the things we moderns 
dare. 
We boh, rouge, wear short skirts, Charleston. 
We are 
lively as rubber balls. 
Why? 
“Well, first of all, we are enjoying ourselves. 
Possibly too. 
we take a certain satisfaction in shocking the older folks! 
Then: 
undoubtedly we seek attention, mostly of the masculine sort. 
“What of it? 
Our mothers raise horrified eyes heavenward 1 
and wonder what this world is coming to. 
We are impudent,! 
shameless hussies! 
They forget that twenty-odd years ago they 
did the same stunts in a different way. 
rf they hadn’t, they would j 
never have landed our dads. 
But they’ll never admit it.”

50th Anniversary of Birth of Am­ 
erican library Associa­ 
tion Observed 


LOCAL LIBRARY REVIEWED 


Pi ogress Recorded in Brainerd, More 
Patronage Than Ten 
Years Ago 
The year 1926 marks the Fiftieth 
Anniversary of the birth of the Am­ 
erican Library Association and in 
many respects the birth of the Am­ 
erican library movement, says Mrs. 
Clara T. Jones of the Brainerd Pub­ 
lic Library. 
To signalize this year the associa- 
tion will hold an anniversary con­ 
ference in Atlantic City and Phila­ 
delphia during the week of October 
4, 1 926. 
Invitations have been sent 
to practically every country in the 
world, and many foreign delegates 
have signified their desire to have a 
part in this occasion. 
The day of the birth of the Am­ 
erican Library Association. October 
6, will be celebrated by a special 
meeting and a reception in Phila­ 
delphia. 
This reception will bp held 
in the Library of the Historical so­ 
ciety of Pennsylvania, the same so­ 
ciety which served as host to the 
American Library Association, when 
it was organized at the Centennial 
in I ST6. 
That there are still 51 
million 
people in the United States and Can­ 
ada who do not have access to pub­ 
lic 
libraries, 
is 
a 
fact 
recently 
brought to light by an investigation 
of library extension by the A. L. A. 
The fact indicates that the past 50 
years of library progress still leave 
much to be done in the 
way of 
library 
development, 
and 
future 
plans will accordingly be an eve a 
more important topic than past a c ­ 
complishment at the A. L. A. jubilee 
conference. 
Also the fact that 51 
million still lack libraries, as Mrs. 
Jones pointed coit, places the Brain- 
Public 
Library 
with 
its 
library 
established 
twenty-two 
years 
ago. 
among tho more progressive half of 
American communities. 
Just 
how easily one may draw 
books from a free public library, 
whether one lives in a congested 
city or on an isolated ranch, will be 
demonstrated graphically in a series 
of 
exhibits 
which 
the 
American 
Library Association is arranging for 
the 
Sesquicentennial 
International 
Exposition 
at 
Philadelphia. 
The 
exhibit is a part of the Association’s 
fiftieth anniversary observance. 
Two 
electrically 
operated 
maps 
50’ or GO’ long will be displayed at 
the library exhibit. 
One will illus­ 
trate book distribution from a coun­ 
ty library to branches and stations 
in Tillages, country schools general 
stores, and other rural centers. The 
other map will show the operation of 
a complete city library system. 
A 
model 
book 
truck 
will 
illustrate 
methods of getting books into the 
hands of people everywhere in the 
community. 
The clost, relation between pub­ 
lic libraries and public schools will 
be 
shown. 
Several 
states 
which 
have passed laws compelling the in­ 
stallation of libraries in high schools 
may be used as illustration e. g., 
Pennsylvania, New York. Ohio, and 
Wisconsin. 
Methods of book select 
tion will also be exhibited, likewise 
book service in hospitals, reforma­ 
tories, 
prisons, 
and 
other institu­ 
tions. 
There will be a hospital book 
truck with a hospital librarian in 
charge. 
An equipped and furnished 
children's library with 300 of the 
best books for children will be of 
interest to the mothers and fathers 
of the land. 
Technical and reference libraries 
maintained by business houses, in­ 
surance companies, engineering firms 
and banks will comprise an exhibit 
under the auspices of the Special 
Libraries Association.' which is af­ 
filiated with the American Library 
Association. 
The library jubilee which is the 
occasion of this exposition calls at- I 
tention to the progress of the Brain­ 
erd Library in the past ten years. 
Six times as many books were is­ 
sued this month and one hundred 
sixteen time; as many patrons served 
as ten 
years 
ago. 
A 
new' 
desk, 
shelves and book stack have been 
added. 
The growth 
of the library has 
been so great that a new* depart­ 
ment, the juvenile department, had 
to be established in the basement in 
order to give adequate service to the 
increasing 
patrons 
and 
a 
new 
librarian added. 
In spite of this progress much re­ 
mains to be done. 
Since the patron­ 
age is increasing, it is necessary to 
add books in proportion. 
This th ■ 
income from one mill does not per­ 
mit. 
There is a large per cent of the 
Crow Wing county population which 
has not access to the Public Library. 
If the county library could be estab­ 
lished this lack would remedied. 
In a city the size of Brainerd the: - 
should be branch libraries, making 
the reading matter as accessible to 
the outlying districts a? the main 
library to the center of the city. 
More library equipment is needed, 
more 
assistance 
and 
increase 
in 
salaries and most of all an increase 
in income. 
The minimum income 
set by the A. L. A. is one dollar per 
person. 
With 
this amount 
for a 
working capital, the library would 
be able to satisfy its nttdi.

Boston Baked Beans 
It’s the preparation and the slow 
cooking which makea Boston Baked 
Beans superior to ail others.
